Words and figures enclosed in brackets [ ] are given for information, but do 
not appear on the title pages of the publications cataloged. When place and 
printer are not given, it is to be understood that the publication is printed at 
the United States Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. When size is 
not given octavo is to be understood. Size of maps is measured from outer edge 
of border, excluding margin. The date, including day, month, and year, given 
with Senate and House documents and reports are the dates on which they 
were ordered to be printed. Usually the printing promptly follows the ordering, 
but various causes sometimes make delays. 

The word “ processed” as used in this catalog indicates publications which 
are reproduced by duplicating processes other than ordinary printing, e. g., 
mimeograph, multigraph, planograph, rotaprint, multilith, etc. 

The L. C. card number appended to some of the entries is for those libraries 
ordering printed cards from the Library of Congress.

publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter. 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent.

A general price list of public documents is not available, but numerous lists 
have been prepared on special subjects and any’ of these will be furnished 
free, on application, if the person interested will state the subject or subjects 
concerning which information is desired. It will also be noted that current 
publications which are for sale are listed in this catalog.

A dag- 
ger (+) indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, 
or division issuing the document. A double dagger (¢) indicates that the 
document is printed for official use. Whenever additional information con- 
cerning the method of procuring a document seems necessary, it will be found 
under the name of the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session,

GUIDE TO DIPLOMATIC HISTORY OF UNITED STATES 


A Guide to the Diplomatic History of the United States, 1775-1921, by 
Samuel Flagg Bemis and Grace Gardner Griffin, has just been published by 
the Library of Congress. The purpose of this book, which is a guide, rather 
than a bibliography in the strict sense of the word, is to put the reader quickly 
in directed and helpful touch with the already vast quantity of material, 
printed and unprinted, now available for the diplomatic history of the United 
States. 

To accomplish their purpose the authors have thought it advisable to divide 
the guide into two parts: Part 1, bibliographical chapters topically and chrono- 
logically arranged; Part 2, Remarks on the Sources. Part 1 is intended to 
direct and assist the general student by revealing what has been written on 
the subjects outlined, with a modicum of comment when the title itself is not 
self-explanatory ; to indicate the printed sources or how to get at them; and to 
give at least, and merely, suggestions for further sources in manuscript and 
archival collections, as well as for the study of pertinent maps (when those 
maps concern direct diplomatic relations of the United States in relation to 
its own territory or that of adjacent nations). These indications and sugges- 
tions immediately draw the investigator, by cross references, into contact with 
Part 2, which contains an analysis of printed state papers and manuscript 
material, preceded by some textual remarks on the nature of the sources. 

The volume, containing over 900 pages, includes both an index of collections 
of personal papers and an author index. It is for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents, Washington, D. C., at $2.50, in blue cloth binding. 


RECORDS OF VIRGINIA COMPANY OF LONDON 


The Records of the Virginia Company of London, volume 4, has recently 
been published by the Library of Congress, and is the last volume of the series. 
The first two volumes were issued in 1906, and comprised the text of the Court 
book containing the minutes of the company’s meetings, and of the meetings 
of its council, from April 28, 1619 to June 7, 1624. The third volume, published 
in 19383, contained additional documents of the period from 1607 to 1622. 

In the present and concluding volume, covering the years from 1623 to 1626, 
is to be found the record of the dissension within the company that brought 
about the close of the corporation and the end of the first period of the colony’s 
history. At the same time the beginning of Virginia as a crown colony is set 
forth. Here also is portrayed the settled life of the plantation. Much is 
told of the colonists and their efforts to create an organized and systematic 
government, to produce commodites that would provide the necessities for 
living, and to develop resources that might result in needful trade with the 
Indians and with England. 

The current volume (volume 4) bound in cloth and containing over 600 
pages and several facsimile reproductions of documents, is for sale by the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., at the price of $4.00.

The scales most commonly used are 1: 31,680, 1: 62,500, and 1:125,000, corresponding, 
approximately, to 4 mile, 1 mile, and 2 miles to 1 inch. The area covered differs wit 
the latitude, but the average area is 58, 230, or 920 square miles, respectively, for these 
three scales. Topographic maps are printed on uniform-sized paper, about 20 by 16% 
inches, and the maps of the quadrangle areas represented thereon are about 1714 inches 
long and 12 to 15 inches wide, according to latitude. For some areas of particular 
importance See large-scale maps are published. A general description of topographic 
maps and a list of the symbols used are printed on the reverse of each sheet. 

About 46 percent of the area of the country, excluding Alaska, has been mapped, every 
State being represented. Connecticut, Delaware, the District of Columbia, Hawaii, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Rhode Island, and West Virginia are 
completely mapped. Twenty-four of the topographic maps covering areas in New Jersey 
are out of print, the Survey not reprinting the maps as the stocks become exhausted but 
referring applicants to the Department of Conservation and Development, at Trenton, 
which publishes maps on a larger scale.

STATE DEPARTMENT 


Nore.—With the publication of the first number of the printed Press releases on Oct. 
5, 1929, the Department of State inaugurated a new publication program. The daily 
mimeographed releases are made available to the public weekly in printed form; also, 
all publications (except laws, Executive orders, proclamations, and treaties) are num- 
bered consecutively in the order in which they are sent to press. Publications of a 
similar character are brought within well-defined series, and each series publication 
bears a series number in addition to its publication number. The diplomatic correspond- 
ence of the United States is published in the volumes entitled Foreign relations of the 
United States. Laws, Executive orders, and proclamations are issued in separate series 
and are numbered within each series in the order in which they are signed. Treaties 
are issued in a separate series and are numbered in the order in which they are pro- 
claimed. Treaties are also published in the compilation Treaties and other international 
acts of the United States of America, which contains literal copies of the documents, 
followed by notes of a textual and procedural character. Indexes to the Press releases 
are supplied semiannually, as of December 31 and June 30. The Department of State 
includes in the Press release series, each quarter, a complete list of its publications for 
the preceding quarter. 

The list below frequently includes certain relevant publications issued by other 
agencies of the Government under requisition of the Department of State and certain 
relevant congressional documents.
